THE BISHOP'S SERMON,

to-day’s silence was instinet with 
meaning. Firstly, .the — silence 
stood to them for the commemora- 
tion of a great sacrificial. offering 
of men and women who went out 
to die for something which they 
loved. In observing that silence 
they ought ts’ look beyond the 
things of time to that which 
Time's rude hand could never 
touch. Secondly, the silence stood 
to them for ‘their dedication to x 
grent purpose—an inspiration to 
them to dedicate their lives to the 
thing for which their brothers 
had died. His Lordship then 
quoted the poem of Alfred Noyes 
en the Victory Ball, and asked 
his hearers if they were lightly 
going to say that ail the talk they 
used to hear about making the 
world a. better- world’ and abeut 
Universal peace was just vain 
talk? Thirdly, the silence re- 
minded them of the isdue between 
the doctrine of the Mailed, Fist 
and the Rule of Christ. The 
issue was yet to be decided which 
was to triumph. Men used to 
think that education, science and 
commerce would inevitably bring 
about the progress of humanity to 
universal peace, but those hopes 
were shattered by the Great War. 
He. often’ wondered whether they 
were heading the same way  to- 
day. Monarchies had fallen with 
a crash and masses of people were 
failing to see that the peace ‘which 
might come from the policy of 
world revolution and armed dicta- 
torships was a peace of utter deso- 
lation and universal ruin,  No- 
thing imposed on men from with- 
out could ever last; men had to 
freely accept. Secular solutions 
were no solutions.’ There was a 
plain isste; they had to choose 
between accepting the governance 
of Christ or no government at all, 
beenuye they dared not face the 
prospect of an irreligious world. 
In the world of politics they saw 
two principles "struggling for 
supremacy—the principle — em- 
bodied. in. the League of Nations 
and the principle of the mailed 
fist, and if the Jatter were to have 
the victory it would mean race- 
suicide. The great question to be 
decided was whether human so- 
ciety was to’ be based on self-love 
or on true regard for God, 

In conglusion, his Lordship said 
that to-day’s silence should re- 
mind of that other great silence— 
the hour for them when. all tumult 
and all toil would cease.

At the present time 
the party is led by Mr. Chariton, 
who was in London. last year as 
one of the delegates to the Leryue 
of Nations. Mr. Charlton. is .a 
straight and steady man. One 
might almost call him a Conserva- 
tive, though he would. be very 
offended if you did, something after 
the type of Mr. Andrew Fisher. 

There is, however, a much grea- 
ter man’ than Mr. Charlton moving 
towards the leadership of Labour 
in Australia. - 
G. Theodore, who was Premier of 
Queensland, but resigned that office 
in order to contest a Federal seat 
at the next election, and ultimately, 
it Is thought, to become the Leader 
of the Labour Party. * 

Mr. Theodave is undoybtedly an 
outstanding figure in the political 
world in Austraila, and in many 
quarters the view is held that he 
is-the strongest man in the poll- 
tical life of the Commonwealth. 
If he were leading a consolidated 
party they would have a very sound 
hope of winning. But the Labour

MR, G. B. DODWELL. . 


Appreciation From an Old Friend.

Benjamin Dodwell, chairman of 
Dodwell and Co. Lid. general 
merchants, of St. Maury Axe, EC, 
aid oof. America, China and 
Japan. “Mr. Dodwell, « who was 
in his 74th year, entered —busi- 
tess in 1866, and became chairman 
of the company which bears his 
name on its formation in 1899, 
The ,{uneral took place at 
Watford on. Oet. 14, being 
preceded by an appropriate service 
at St- Andrew’s-Church. | :

| Dodwell well contributes the follow- 


ing’ appreciation to the China 
Bapress and, Telegraph: : 
In ‘the death of Mr. Geo, B. 
Dodwell there nag, passed away one 
of the “old China hands” who will 
be mourned by a very wide circle 
of friends. He underwent. a 
serious operation some few months 
ago, bat apseared. to be well on 


the way lo recovery, so that hates 


news of his sudden ‘passing has 
come as a great shock to all, | He 
was married in January, 1879, ts 
Jalia Simms, who died in Devember, 
1902, and he leaves six ghildren, 
five of them married.

amotig the European firms of the 
Far East as it is among the Chinese 
under its Chinese. name, "Teen 
Cheang.” Mr. Dodwell's knowledge 
of the shipping trade from and to 
China and Japan was unrivalled, 
and hé may be rightly termed one 
of the pioneers of the Trans-Pacific 
trade between China, Japan, and 
the Pacifie Coast of. America and 
Canada. He possessed to a marked 
degree many of those qualities on 
which our Overseas trade nas been 
built up: a dozzed determination, 
undaunted by temporary reverses, 
a scrupulous sense of honour, an 
attractive personality, and an in- 
satinhle appetite for work.” ¢ 
What an Optimist is. 

At a comparatively early 
age, by seizing the op- 
portunities that came his way, 
he found himself at the head 
of a business with wide ramifica- 
tions in China, Japan and America, 
the details of which he kept at his 
finger ends almost to the Iast, for 
although bronchial ,trouble neces- 
sitated, his spending the winters of 
1923 and 1924 in warmer climates, 
he never really retired, ‘in the 
strict sense of the term. A con- 
firmed optimist himself, he had no 
use for pessimists, and never Jost 
an opportunity of impressing on 
his staff his favourite definition of 
the difference between the two, 
“The pessimist is he who sees a 
diffizalty in every opportunity; an 
optimist he who sees an opportuni- 
ty in every difficulty.”
